Early History of Weymouth at tha Tima 
of “King William’s War." 

Io the year llihO the Governor uf Massa¬ 
chusetts lilted out an expedition fur the re¬ 
duction uf Muulreal and (Quebec then io 
the bauds uf the Freucb. One of the com¬ 
panies wa* cutupused of men frutn Wey¬ 
mouth and vicinity under the cuiumand uf 
Capt. Kphraim Hunt, a man of unusual 
ability. After encountering nutneioca 
tiardabipa aud disasters, the expedition re¬ 
turned without accouipliahing their object. 
Such a large amount of plunder had tweu 
expected, aa rulurua, that uu provision bad 
beeu made fur tbe payment uf troops. Man- 
sai-b'iielta, whose financial state waa low, 
is*ued bills of credit for payment, and lu 
the year 17Jti after a delay of Pi years re¬ 
deemed those bill* by granting Iba afore¬ 
said cumpany kud their heirs a tract of 
laud wilbiu the towu limits. The propri¬ 
etors held their first ineetiug in WeymuutU 
where luuet of them resided, March 13, 
173H, aud uatued the place lluulelown after 
their caulaiu, and un tha *Jllh of July, 17311 
met agaiu to draw lota for their respective 
rights Jul,u Phillips of Weymouth was 
cbuaeu moderator al both meetings. 

Very few of the soldiers who endured 
the hardiihip* of tiie expedition lived to re¬ 
ceive their bouuty. In 1703 the towu of 
lfuulstowu a aa incorporated by the uaiue 
of Asbfleld by act of General Court. The

much important asHistatic**. In put, he j 
frequently came to Weymouth to preach 
and administer the ordinances It wa> 
earnestly hoped that Rev. Gideon t’ole, of 
Ileverly, the third pastor of the church, 
aud through whose long, anluoil* aod 
consecrated effort* the prenent lmua** wa- 
billlt and dedicated free of debt ItilH i&ai, I 
Would be able to prench tile germ *n. 

But tills being Impossible bee*use of tile 
recent death of a beloved daughter, Mr-. 
Wright, the honorable choice very properly ! 
fell on Mr. Tilson He waa heard with , 
great Interest, Ills remark* awakening 
matiT precious memories As a man of 
God be is among tbe noblest, and the en-, 
tire church are pleased that, now making 
Ids home with Frank II Clravea in North 
Weymouth, be is a constant attendant 
with them ill tbe service* of. God'* house 

The msin facts In the history of the 
church are quickly stated, though there 
are many item* of historic Interest which I 
the pre*-tit pastor ho|»e* soon to gather i 
Into permanent form. The special re¬ 
ligious Interest which culminated iu the 
organisation of the church, February 7, 
1 HM began two or three years eMtll*-r, 
when members of the Braintree Baptist 
church Itegati holding prater meetings in 
till* neighhurtliNMl. These meeting* were 
soon followed by the )>rgniiiz*tloll of a 
sewing circle with the object of hiring a 
hall for occasional Sahhath evening luce I- 
Inga. 

The success of this endeavor induced the 
I small Company of lielleVer* to enlarge 
I their work by securing stated Sabbath ser¬ 
vices, for which the neighboring pastors 
gare their aid »o f ir as possible. 

A Sabbath school was started March l.'l, 
IH.YI, an«l e committee rliosen March 1.1, 
Bill, to erect a li'Mlse of worship, and the 
hit *>n the southeast corner ••( Washington 
Miidllroad streets,wherel'lapp'slialt Ismiw, 
was purchased as a site fur the building. 

The church was publicly recognized 
Aug. 10 , IHM, with appropriate religious 
services iu tile lueetlllg ll* Use of the Uldoll 
Congregational society, the sermon iM iug 
preached by the Rev. Baron Blow ..f 
Uoatoti. 

The church waa admliu-d to the Boston 
Hoiilh Baptist usMociatlon, Hept. .'I. bOI, 
aud a committee.if that h**dv recoinnien *!-*1 | 
that aid In the amount of 8 R 0 U lieeiiemled 
for th*-erecllnti of a chapel. Rev Audruw 
Duun was appointed to collect money for 
the new Imiiae, au*l April 1. IH.VI, liecame 
the first pastor of the church. The chapel, 
w ts completed ami de«lioa'e*| July l‘J j 
IHM, the sermon lieing deliver**! by Rev. 
Rolliu H Neale of Boston 
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Mr. Dunn closed Ids pastorate in IfiVil 
an*l was succeeded by the Rev. L. A. 
Abbott, whii remained in charge for rive' 
veara, when Rev Gideon Cole assumed the 
• barge. Nov I, l«ti,'l. 

In IWid the demand for scat* In the 
chapel having Increased lieyond Its ca- , 
pacify, ateps were taken for the erection 
•if a new church edifice, fur which purpose 
a buiidmg committee was chosen June *Jt», 
INtid. On June I, IHid. ground wa* broken 
on the site of the present house of Worship, 
and the building wa* completed aud *l*'«ll- 
cateil Fell. 1, I Mid, Mr. Cole preaching the 
sermon, a manuscript copy of which is 
preserved In the church record*. 

Rev. Mr. (’ole remained with the anclety 
until IH70 and has been succeeded by tlie 
following pastors: C. II. Rowe. William 
U. Wright, I*. A. Nordell, 8 . J. Axtell. 
Wesley I.. Smitli, C. F Clarke and Frank 
It. Cressey. 

The present pastor, Rev. Frank'll. 
Cressey, was the son *»f tlie Rev. Timothy 
R. Cressey, who was Instrumental in or- 
gainz ng tile baptist rhureh in Hitigliaiu 
in ladO and waa for four years Its 
pastor. After one year apent In 8 >uih 
Boston, the elder Mr Cresaey removed to 
Coliimbtis, O , where tlie present pastor of 
the Weymouth church wa* lairn. 

Rev Frauk II Creaaey was educated at 
Shun I* ff College, Alton, III, and at the 
Theological Seminary, Rochester, N V .

CITY AND COUNTRY DOCTORS. 

Tkr Mnlrnirnl Is V 11 thentlcBlIy Mnde 
That Ihey Divide Fees la 
New York. 

Perhaps the Held Is overcrowded, per- 
imp* disease is lessi tting dally, perhaps 
quacks are numerous; perhaps the 
plaint* th.it medical men all over the 
inml nre making arc well founded, yet 
let not our hearts be too sorely trou¬ 
bled. There still remit inn a trifle of 
balm in Gilead. The country prac¬ 
titioner. who is responsible for most of 
this outcry, hns a source of income the 
existence of which hns hitherto been 
unsuspected by the layman. It is the 
proceeds of his “divvy” with tlie city 
surgeon of note. 

The Philadelphia Medical Journal, tn 
n recent Issue, states tlint a young 
surgeon who hn* settled In a neighbor¬ 
ing city und begun practice there com¬ 
plains bitterly of hi* treatment by the 
older surgeons, lie says tlint lie huw 
Indisputable evidence that his profes¬ 
sional competitors pay liberal commis¬ 
sions to country and city physicians 
who bring tlicir cases to them for oper¬ 
ation. One of these, a man whose rep¬ 
utation Is world-wide, and who Is there¬ 
fore able to charge enormous fees, al¬ 
lows ns much as Mt per cent, to the phy¬ 
sician who brings him the business, 
aud tlic rate of nnother, whose profes¬ 
sional standing is also high, is 20 per 
cent. 

Country doctors who have no regular 
operator in the city often go about 
from surgeon to surgeon, finally de¬ 
ciding on the one whose bit! Is tbe high¬ 
est, or who, in other words, allows the 
largest commission. 

The young man who makes these 
complaints also reports a tendency to¬ 
ward “business methods" In the inter¬ 
nal-medicine men themselves. A young 
physician who was educated.thorough¬ 
ly *at the expense of a neighboring 
state, and, after his medical education, 
gut a hospital Internship by n competi¬ 
tive examination, which, this plaintiff 
nvi rs, bore unmistakable traces of 
“log-rolling,” upholds tlie commission 
business practiced by the surgeons and 
openly says that he will not send oper¬ 
ation eases to surgeons who nre not 
willing to divide their fees with him 
One surgeon of great ability, finding 
hit- office almost bare of consultation 
eases, simply for the reason tlint he 
cannot bring himself to encourage the 
methods mentioned, has begun to ti|>- 
peul to the public through the agency 
of tin* press, nnd Is now publishing ad¬ 
vertisements which give publicity to 
bis discoveries unil cures. 

1'ossildy when the reputable mem¬ 
bers of the profession learn the true 
state of affairs, or when the public is 
made aware tlint it In in the hand* of 
men who exploit its ills for their own 
sordid advantage, surgeons of integrity 
and of scientific and ethical honesty 
will be sought and will have work to do 
for a fair compensation.—N. Y. Press.

Tree or Plant. 

In cerlnln Hindoo regions a young 
woman cannot v.-cd until after then .r- 
riage of lier oldest sister, lint the diffi¬ 
culty is avoided by tin- elder sister 
espousing nl her will u tree or a plant, 
following In doing «» tIn* theories of 
metaphysics in the llrahmanic world. 
The inconvenience is not great in hav¬ 
ing for u brother-in-law a poplar or u 
fig tree, anil one can always select u 
tree having n heart like tho oak. Those 
who desire widowhood could choose a 
weeping willow, and those endowed 
with an unsociable character, the aca¬ 
cia. 

In many places these symbolical 
unions do not much constrain those 
who contract ihein. They marry again, 
having first thrown into the fire the 
plant to which they had plighted tlicir 
first vow*. Hut In those regions which 
have not hern affected by European in¬ 
fluence such marriage* hove the value 
nnd importance of a solemn religious 
vow. Those who try to evade them 
are sure to have reason to repent of it. 

For Die Drnhinans wnlch with jeal¬ 
ous rare to sec that the promise 1* 
rigidly kept, and they use means of 
coercion very efficacious against those 
who would Im* unfaithful.

WOMEN OF CULTURE.' 

Rrief Synopsis of Mr. Crosaey's Lvcturo 
Last Sunday Evening. 

At the Weymouth Baptist Church, last

evening from coming, therefore, the entire 
advertised programme of music, except the 
duet by Mrs. George W. Baker aud Mr*. J. 
Frank Drr w, w as necessarily omitted 

in response to a request from Mr. Ctea- 
sey for letters relative to women's club i 
work, to l"* read at this meeting, one each 
was received from Mrs. Julia Ward Howe I 
and Mrs. Mary A. Liter more. The read- 1 
ing of their words of sympathy and sogges I 
tion was a feature of tlie service 

Mr. Cressey took as his text, "Favor is 
deceitful and beauty Is vain, hut a woman 
that fesreth the Lud, she shall lie praised." 
Ills subject as* "Women of Culture." 
He said. 

Fite and fifty tear* ago Margaret Fuller 
wrote a book. 8lie named it "The Great | 
l<aw*uH: Mao versus Men Woman ver¬ 
sus Women." Friends persuaded lier to 
change tin name to "Woman In the Nine¬ 
teenth Century " ss though a woman with 
brain !•* w rite a hook hadn't brain to name 
the hook. Tlie lint tonne indicates deep 
and well clrciitn fere need thought : man 
and woman are hut the two halves of one 
w hole , the development of the one cannot 
he effected without that of the other. Ilow 
secure this development? In part she 
answers "Whatever the soul knows how¬ 
to seek, il cannot fail to obtain " 

Margaret Fuller felt alike the isolation 
of tier sex nnd the desolation of her rare. 
Returning mice from from an evening 
gathering of some kind, possibly a sort of 
"wad-flower" rnurch social, she entered 
her room, exclaiming, "Alone, as usual'" 
Bhe had been In company with both halves 
of the universal sex—men so-called, women 
so-called—nnd had heard all manner of 
words, word* alMiut science and literature, 
words alsuit politics and religion, liut only 
words. And so she lived a sad, secluded 
sort of life; tills, not because site was out 
of sympathy with tlie world, hut because 
the world was out of sytupnthy with her. 
Margaret Fuller was au early American 
priestess ministering at the altar of Amer¬ 
ica's completed womanhood. 

Site argued well her case, "l'lie Great 
Lawsuit Mtn, versus men, Woman, ver¬ 
sus women," aud sent It to tlm jury, the 
great American people The Jury intelii- 
gently nnd quickly gave a decision for tlie 
plaintiff. The decision lias stood well. 
And yet here and there have been men, 
like Drs John Todd, Morgan Dix, and J. 
M. Buckley, who have looked nt woman's 
work and worth from other points of view. 
They have in part argued that woman cau 
never be man's equal, because, as Dr. 
Todd asserts, she "cannot invent;" Is 
tiaturally and will always la* of sccoudary 
power. In tills, tiowevei, they take issue 
with Henry Thomas Buckle, who, in his 
address on "The Influence of Women on 
the l’rogrevs of knowledge," delivered be¬ 
fore tlm Royal Institution in Isindon in 
1H.YS, stoutly argues that though woman’s 
influence work* as au undercurrent helow 
the surface, it lias already pnalueed the 
most important results, atnl lias affected 
the shape, the character and tlm amount 
of our knowledge." 

"Gail Hamilton," Lillie Devereux Blake 
and other women of lively pen have taken 
such Iiiinisterisl mistakes ns Todd. Dix 
and Buckley In hand, and the minister 
llnds he is not always and necessarily 
master of tlm situation. If, as "Gull Ham¬ 
ilton" suggests, tlm friendliness existing 
between certain ministers aud women is of 
tlm sort that sueers, it is because tlie min¬ 
isters have invited tlie sneers. 

But, notwithstanding any and all oppo¬ 
sition, woman's place in tlm world of 
thought, of trade, of politic* and leliginu 
has steadily advanced. Hixty y urn ago, 
according to the United 8l«'es census, 
scarcely u lialf-do/.eu ciuplo) uietits were 
o|H*n to women, and the chief of these were 
housekeeping, dressmaking, and millinery, 
while today scarcely less than 4»H» trades 
and employments are open to her, and 
who shall say that site is uot filling them 
right well, and with iucreasiug consterna¬ 
tion to some of tlm m«*n " 

In politics her in tu five perception of 
what will la*at conserve the interests of 
municipality, commonwealth and nution, 
together witli her purity of thought, iu- 
corruptlbleneas of principle, and dotermi- 
nataneas of action, have made her lioth 
feared uud revered, aud already secured 
for her tlie ballot iu some states and under 
constantly enlarging conditions. Aud 
alike in trade uud politic* lias Imr culture 
given Imr power; while in religion this 
quality helps not a little to make tlm church 
ita present power for good.

T III'HK were seven turkeys, all Inrge 
# ones, six bronze nml one white. 
On n bonn! over the wire front of llieir 
enge wan pninted the announcement: 
"Seven Dancing Turkeys; Kxhibited 
For the First Time; iLouml nml Square 
Dan6cit nml the Highland Fling!” 

The exhibitor wn* n sallow-looking 
boy about 15 yenrs of age, with a droll 
droop of bis left eye. In connection 
with bin cage of "educated turkeys," 
which he wits showing at the county 
fair,- he had n sweet-cider and peanut 
stand. The peanuts were excellent, for 
he had a stove, kept hoi with a coal lire, 
nnd roasted ovenful after ovenful. The 
stove nnd fuel box were partly hidden 
from tlie public eye by a curtnin nt one 
end; and both Htand anti rage bid just 
behind them the high board fence of 
the fair grounds. 

Few pcoplr knew the owner. Those 
few cnlled him Dcz Samuels. He bud 
been ut the fair the year before with a 
"whirling table," which, after the tlrst 
day, hud been excluded “by the manage¬ 
ment as something too nenrly akin to 
gambling. 

Hut this time he hnd brought n flock 
of educated turkeys, which spoke so 
Yvell for his patience nnd skill that his 
show was admitted to the grounds 
without ipieHt ion. 

During the first day the cage did not 
attmet much attention, for the people 
were interested In other novelties; but 
soon they began to tulk about it. 

llez* plan of exhibiting was not the 
usual one. lie hud no tent, but merely 
n slide curtain inside the wire fr-mt of 
the cage. Whenever the passing crowd 
raised 50 cents Hex opened the curtain 
and gave a brief performance. t>f 
course many saw it who hnd paid noth- 
ing; yet as many newcomers were con¬ 
stantly arriving the plan worked well. 

During the forenoon of the second 
day of the fair my friend Tom and I 
nnd ten or a dozeu other young peo¬ 
ple contributed the 50 cents requisite 
to see the turkey s dunce.

Nearly everyone 
went away remarking that there never 
was fucli u turkey dance, and in the 
course of ten minutes another 5-) cents 
were collected IVople wondered how 
u bird so stupid as a turkey could ever 
have been trained to go through such a 
pi rformnncc. Music had nothing to do 
with it; llez (tail merely rapped on the 
floor as a signal for the dance to begin, 
und had rallied louder for the "High¬ 
land Fling." 

"II must have taken no end of time 
and patience to teach them." 1 re me in- . 
I»er saying to my companion. 

"Muybe; but I doubt It," lie replied. 
"I don’t like the looks of that 'lie*,'" 
he continued. "I think it's a trick!" 

Some discussion ensued; then we 
went Isiek to nsk him how he had 
truined the turkeys. 

The fellow looked at us attentively, 
and then gate on account of the "gift" 
he possessed of communicating Ida 
"will" to birds und animals. It re¬ 
quired mouths, hr said; but kindness 
und perseverance accomplish wonders. 

We suit! to him that it was truly a 
wonderful gift, and left, well satisfled 
that I e had not told us the truth. 

"lie's u fraud," remarked Tom. a* we 
walked uway. "If he hod said flatly 
that be did not wish to tell us about it 
I 'Wouldn't have blamed ldm. for of 
course it's Ids secret. If be wauls to 
k* i-p D. he has u right to. 1 wouldn't 
spy r-xind to And it out, either; but 
row t|at hr has gone on and told us 
such a falsehood I'M And out Lis tricA 
if I cau." 

I Lave always felt ashamed of Ihe 
artifice to which we resorted, for I do 
not think that it wu? quite houoruble, 
cveu with the motive of exposing u de¬ 
ception.

“show" was placed ou one side cf Ihe 
grounds near the fence. t hrough a 
cl.ink iu the upright bourds wc watched 
ids operations for an hour or more. It 
wus some litue before we gained tin 
least hint us to the true nature of hit 
gift, but we noticed that the cage had 
a double bottom, or rutber two l>< t 
loins ubout three Indus u|uirt, rad 
of slice! iron, aud that w lieu llrz wished 
to set the turkeys dancing he 'hrusi 
the Iron rod between the two bottoms 
••i.d rattled it uguiust them Hut this 
was no adequate explanation, uud we 
e/e still iu the dark. 

Three or four successive exhibitions 
of the duucc were given while we were 
watching Probably .the jsoor turkeys 
were getting tired; for we obtrnrd 
tbut during the lust dance Urz hud to 
rattle vigorously two or three times 
After a few minutes another 50 cents 
was subscribed; we could hear the 
crowd calling out: "Uu with the 
dance! Keep it going!" Then we saw 
lU-z step back bet ween the cage and the 
fence, so as to be concealed from Ihe 
spectators by the curtuin. As he poked 
ihe fire under his oven he slyly threw 
three hand-shovelfuls of the burning 
coal from the stove between the iwo 
sheet iron bottoms of the cage. Then 
he rattled with the shovel, uud, step 
I tug out pulled open the curtulu *luu 
moment the turkeys were dancing 
xiuuiily; wc could hear them hop and 
flutter very jitniuly. 

I f**l now when 1 ueaii the 
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look of mingled triumph nnd r;<guxt 
on Tom's fnce ns he gin nerd at me to 
see if I, too, hnd comprehended 

"That'a hi* gift!" he whispered. 
"The cruel little scoundrel! 'Flint's the 
way he's taught the poor thing* to 
dance—by roasting the liottomnof their 
feet! I'll vvnger that lie btisterrd them 
more than once before he 'educated' 
them to hop n Highland Fling!" 

"Hut he doesn't seem to put In hot 
coal* every time,” I said 

"Hut that part Is plain enough." n- 
piled Tom. "lie hna got the poor crea¬ 
tures In such terror of a scorching thnt 
the verv Miund *>f the «M'-1 or poker 
will set them hopping."' 

Il was pretty evident that wc hnd di¬ 
vined the nature of Ilex* gift. Ns we 
stood there wc could hear him lathing 
glibly of ihe different fair* at which 
be had exhibited bis turkey*. ".Next 
v.rck I shall show them to the people 
of Franklin county at llieir anntinl cat¬ 
tle show nt F-," we heard him add.
